‘Yet Still With Rude and Ribald Noise 
It Lives Today'—Poet Decries His Fame 


“LYRICS OF A Low BEQW" — By

OBERT .W. Service, who has many 
friends in this area—and who, in- 
deed, wrote some of his most successful 
verse living near Duncan—has pro- 
produced another book of poems. Since 
he is now 78 years old, it is hardly likely 

that he will write any more. 

Thus we find him in a mood. of in- 
trospection and self-appraisal. How does 
“the Canadian Kipling” assess his own 
work?. The title of the new volume gives 
us a clue, “These,” he seems to say, “are 
the ‘Lyrics of a Low-Brow.’” 

‘ “My cross,” Service writes (in a poem 
of that title) is that “I wrote a poem 
to°*the Moon, but no one noticed it, . ...” 
He goes on to lament: 


“Tis bitter truth, bat ther: 
‘That's hew « nome ts ma: 
Write of & rose, « te 
Youll never make 


The thing to do, Service tells us in 
the same poem, is to “write a verse 
of. vulgar. trend, spices with an oath or 
two... .”

these two, a note of humility creeps into 
Service's verse: 


“Cowards live, while heroes die .

There are five additional group, of 
verses: “Spanish Serenade,” “Rhymes 
For Ribaldry.” “Rural Rhymes,” 
“Rhymes For Rue,” and “Rhymes For 
Reverence.” 

All these show Service as an observer 
of gusty Rumor, affectionate spirit and 
(somewhat surprisingly) strong religious 
feeling. He would probably be the first 
to concede that his poems will never 
be enshrined in belles-lettres. But he re- 
tains a quiet pride.in his unquestioned 
knack of telling a story with robust 
phrase and apt simile. People read him 

and they like him. 

Perhaps his philosophy. is best 
summed up. in the _last.verse of 
“L’Envoi,” which closés the new volume:

A few were 
uncertain. 

Because “no bending is neces 
sary” was the reason given by 59 
per cent for preferring the high 
oven. Some 45 per cent noted 
that they are safer for children 
Others that visibility is better 
that they are easier to clean and 
that there is more storage space 
underneath. 

On the other hand, 21 per. cent 
of those preferring the low oven 
commended the amount of bend 
ing necessary; 35 per cent like its 
looks and that it took up less floor 
space, while 66 per cent appreci 
ated the greater working space 
on top.

Ask Federal Aid 


By The Canadian Press 

Southern Alberta livestock 
men appéaled to the federal gov 
ernment Friday to take a hand 
in British Columbia and Manitoba 
regulations on movement of live- 
the provinces. 

At the same time, they charged 
the two provinces with trying to 
pamper their own livestock 
dustries. through on-again, 
again embargoes. 

The British Columbia. govern- 
ment decided Friday to admit 
only northern Alberta livestock, 
sheep and swine but no meat. 
And they could come in only 
if-certified free of foot-and-mouth 
disease by federal inspectors. 

The action changed B.C.'s 
stana of the day before by ruling 
out southern Alberta livestock 
and barring dead carcasses, 
dressed and cut meats. 

Southern Alberta livestock 
were ruled out because they 
were too close for B.C.’s liking 
to the southern Saskatchewan 
area where foot-and-mouth’ di 
sease was discovered, Meats and 
éarcasses won't be allowed into 
B.C. because their source is too 
hard to trace 
PROTEST MEETING 

A protest meeting of cattle 
men in Lethbridge, Alta., wired
